treasury and balance the budget. 


To Liquor Director Richard C. 
Crouch, the estimate of such a 
liq :or sale increase appears to be 
a wobbly crutch for state finances.

Crouch said candidly. “ They are 
picking up, hut they’re still lagg­ 
ing behind last ye a r’s figures at 
this tim e.” 


If liquor sal s fa 1 d to come up 
to the estim ates of Finance D i­ 


rector Jam es H. M a loon in the 
next 
two years, Ohio 
w ill lose

come, 
money

On the average, the state makes 
<tf liquor it sells. 
The state levies a $1 tax on each 
gallon cf liquor s Id in Ohio.

To Liquor Director Richard C. 
Crouch, the estimate of such a 
liquor sale increase appears to he 
a wobbly crutch for state finances.

Crouch said candidly, “ They are 
picking up, hut they’re still lagg­ 
ing behind last year’s figures at 
this time ”

On the average, the state makes 
of liquor it sells. 
The state levies a $1 tax on each 
gallon cf liquor s Id in Ohio.

On top of that, the state applies 
a markup which averages about 
$1 a bottle, but it costs the De­ 
partment of Liquor Control a little 
more than 20 cents t i market a 
bottle of liquor.

The state sells, through its mo­ 
nopoly sys em, about $220 million 
worth of liquor a year. Sales hit 
a $223 million peak in 1957, took

years of 1959 and I960. 
At the moment, 1961 sales are

Despite the fact 1957 was the 
banner year for sales, 1960 was 
the all - time profit high even 
though the state sold five million 
fewer bottles of liquor. The extra 
profit was provided by an extra 
IO per cent markup ordered by

liquor 
monopoly 
system 
turned over $81.5 million in profit 
and fees to the statp treasury last 
year against only $47 8 million in 
1957. Since 1934 when the molopoly 
system was set up wi h the reno I 
O' prohibition, state I quor profits 
have amounted to $864 5 million.

They should be left on the 
tree until firmripe. 
Look for what producers call 
“ ground color” ; that is either whit­ 
ish or y e l l o w i s h depending on 
the variety. At this stage they con­ 
tinue to ripen. As for pink blush, 
don’t be misled. Some varieties 
have it, some don’t. Peaches that 
have greenish ground color were 
picked when immature and will 
not ripen properly, will lack flavor 
and may shrivel. 
Let firm -ripe peaches mellow 
up at room tem perature, not in 
a sunny window. Store full ripe 
ones in the refrigerator for a 
short time. At the m arket and at 
home take care in handling them 
to prevent bruising. The peach 
you bruise today may be a throw 
away tomorrow. 
Many times it is hard to decide 
how many peaches you need. Two 
pounds will make 
four half-cup 
servings sliced, or one 8-inch up­ 
side down cake, or one 8 or 9-mch 
pie. One bushel will make 18-24 
quarts canned, or 24-30 one pound 
packages frozen peaches, depend­ 
ing on quality, size, and whether 
they are sliced or halved. 
In preparation, peel just before 
using. To p r e v e n t browning of 
fresh peaches, dip in a citrus juice. 
Ascorbic acid can be used to pre­ 
vent browning during canning and 
freezing.

A QUICK idea for serving fresh 
is to slice ripe, fresh peaches on 
top of vanilla pudding in sherbert 
glasses. 
Garnish 
with 
whipped 
cream and toasted coconut. 
Another is to combine them fresh 
s l i c e d with other fruits— ban 
anas, melon b a l l s , blueberries, 
grapes — for a delicious fruit cup. 
Pour on pineapple juice. Garnish 
with mint leaves. Serve for cock 
tails, salad or dessert.

Prosecutor C. Watson Hover to 
debate the Edy the Klumpp mur­ 
der case. Hover took DiSalle to 
task for commuting the Cincin­ 
nati women’s death sentence in 
the 1958 slay ing of a love rival. 
“ It seems to me to be a rather 
early announcement of candidacy 
—for what I don’t know.” DiSalle 
cracked. “ I don't see what pur 
pose would be served in a battle 
of words unless there is to be de­ 
cision.” 
The Democrat governor added 
that such a decision could be made 
by an impartial jury of law school 
deans in event of a meeting. 
Hover has been mentioned as 
possible Republican candidate for 
attorney general, the office desig 
nated to provide legal counsel for 
the governor and other public of 
ficials. 
A debate decision adverse to 
Hover could be more damaging 
to his campaign than one that 
went against DiSalle, in the opin­ 
ion of some politicos. 
The governor say s he will an 
nounce his own political plans by 
early January but to many he 
already is acting like a candidate 
for another four-y ear term. 
DiSalle has accepted an invita­ 
tion to appear with House Speak­ 
er Roger Cloud, R-Logan, at a 
Cleveland 
City 
Club 
gathering 
Sept. 16 to debate the record of 
the Republican - dominated legis­ 
lature. 
Cloud’s friends have urged him 
to run for governor but he has 
display ed reluctance to make the 
plunge. The contractor who has a 
farm near Bellefontaine say s, how­ 
ever, he may find time to appear 
occasionally with DiSalle on the 
governor’s statewide tour to blast 
the legislature. 
“ I just haven’t the time to make 
a tour of the state,” Cloud ex ­ 
plained. “ I have my business to 
look after. He is campaigning; I’m 
not.” 
The City Club is regarded as a 
forum for testing political winds. 
Ripples of opinion from bi-parti­ 
san leaders in the area casting a 
fifth of Ohio’s votes, often reach 
across the state. 
Such opinion might well influ­ 
ence candidacy decisions and car­ 
ry weight in the final election 
showdown although some feel Di­ 


Salle has set a course from which 
he doesn’t deviate. 
The governor looks for a partial 
legislative decision on his stand 
for bigger appropriations before 
the Cleveland debate. He ex pects 
to call the legislature into special 
session soon after Labor Day to 
provide emergency funds for cap­ 
ital improvements that got lost in 
a snarl ending the regular session. 
The legislature returns Nov. 14 
to complete action on capital im­ 
provements and consider DiSalle’s 
veto of a billion dollar appropria­ 
tion as inadeq uate for second-y ear 
state operations.

The Border Patrol was estab­ 
lished in 1924 under the

Hover took DiSalle to 
task for commuting the Cincin­ 
nati women’s death sentence in 
the 1958 slaying of a love rival. 
“ It seems to me to be a rather 
early announcement of candidacy 
—for what I don’t know,” DiSalle 
cracked. “ I don’t see what pur­ 
pose would be served in a battle 
of words unless there is to be de 
cision.” 
The Democrat governor added 
that such a decision could be made 
by an impartial jury of law school 
deans in event of a meeting. 
Hover has been mentioned as a 
possible Republican candidate for 
attorney general, the office desig­ 
nated to provide legal counsel for 
the governor and other public of­ 
ficials. 
A debate decision adverse to 
Hover could be more damaging 
to his campaign than one that 
went against DiSalle, in the opin­ 
ion of some politicos. 
The governor says he will an­ 
nounce his own political plans by 
early January but to many he 
already is acting like a candidate 
for another four-year term . 
DiSalle has accepted an invita­ 
tion to appear with House Speak­ 
er Roger Cloud, R-Logan, at a 
Cleveland 
City 
Club 
gathering 
Sept. 16 to debate the record of 
the Republican - dominated legis­ 
lature. 
Cloud’s friends have urged him 
to run for governor but he has 
displayed reluctance to make the 
plunge. The contractor who has a 
farm near Bellefontaine says, how­ 
ever, he may find time to appear 
occasionally with DiSalle on the 
governor’s statewide tour to blast 
the legislature. 
“ I just haven’t the time to make 
a tour of the state,” Cloud ex 


Salle has set a course from which 
he doesn’t deviate. 
The governor looks for a partial 
legislative decision on his stand 
for bigger appropriations before 
the Cleveland debate. He expects 
to call the legislature into special 
session soon after Labor Day to 
provide emergency funds for cap­ 
ital improvements that got lost in 
a snarl ending the regular session. 
The legislature returns Nov. 14 
to complete action on capital im ­ 
provements and consider DiSalle’s 
veto of a billion dollar appropria­ 
tion as inadequate for second-year 
state operations. 
Republicans have the votes to 
pass regular legislation but need 
help from Democrats for em er­ 
gency acts and to override vetoes. 
DiSalle asserts on his speaking

The other night. I fou nd myself 
su rrou nded by tnou sand* of shou t­ 
ing. yelling, 
applau ding, singing 
you ngsters who were demanding 
more and more encores by Arthu r 
Fiedler’s Boston Pops Orchestra. 
It was their mu sic, their night, 
their world And it was very dif­ 
ferent. 
The most exciting momeni was 
when this magnificent symphony 
orchestra, somewhat au gmented, 
played “ Pop s Rou nd-Up.” Being 
an oldster, I thou ght what was to 
come was some kind of medley 
and I was not disappointed. It was 
a medley of the I h e rn e songs of 
television shows. 
The older folks cou ld not identify 
the strange mu sic which has little 
of Beethoven or Brahms. And I 
fear that some of the older folks 
looked down their noses at all this 
excitement, becau se at a Boston 
Symphony concert, or any other, 
one behaves according to protocol. 
The applau se is u su al and su ffic­ 
ient. There are no encores. 
Not so on this occasion. The kids 
shou ted the nam e of each theme 
song; they applau ded du ring the 
playing: they even sang the songs. 
They had a grand time and any 
old man or woman who cou ld not 
cheer along with his grandchildren 
shou ld adm it that he has had it 
and retire to su ch memories as 
senility endu res. An 8 0 year you ng­ 
ster said thai her only complaint 
was that she cou ld not dance! 
Each generation speaks its own 
langu age whether it is in speech 


or mu sic and wiiile it may want 
to hear what the ancestors had to 
say. it will reinterpret it. So when 
Tchaikowsky is done to jazz, it is 
not, as some say. vu lgar stealing. 
It is rather an idea by another 
generation which cannot dance to 
a Strau ss waltz hu t can make its 
own step, slow, meditative, with 
a little necking on the dance floor. 
Older people always know what 
is right and what is wrong and 
they hate to see the world go to 
the devil. Bu t somehow that never 
happens. There have been Cae­ 
sars and Alexanders and Genghis 
Khans and Hitlers and then the 
hu man race catches it breath and 
goes abou t its bu siness in its own 
fashion. 
These you ng people who come 
to hear a symphony program end 
with “ The Stars and Stripes For­ 
ever," as Fiedler always does. are 
not as frightened as their parents 
are. 
They expect to take their 
chances with life and to lau gh at 
those who, having no daring, re­ 
sort to petty snobbery as a defense. 
Of cou rse, these kids will not be­ 
come millionaires, as Andrew Car­ 
negie or Al Capone did: they may 
work in a laboratory for $ 10,000 
a year, saving the hu man race and 
enjoying that as they revelled in 
“ Tiger R ag" played as thou gh it 
had been orchestrated by Ravel. 
These kids do not complain abou t 
income taxes. 
They will 
find 
a 
thrill in blowing u p a bomb or sit­ 
ting on a space ship or skin-diving. 
Theirs is a different world as their

Black and-blu e 
bru ises 
reflect 
bleeding beneath the skin. Bleed­ 
ing on the su rface is red. 
Elastic blood vessels battle the 
sam e forces as concrete steel-rein­ 
forced dams. 
The tremendou s force of a rock 
or baseball bat can break open any 
vessel. 
Whooping 
cou gh’s 
explosive 
spasms rip throu gh blood vessels, 
redden the eyes and speckle the 
face with tiny hemorrhages. Poi­ 
soned by arsenic, snake venom or 
too mu ch aspirin, weakened ves­ 
sels often bu rst and bleed. Violent 
infections, like “ blood poisoning," 
tear open blood vessel walls. 
Withou t vitamin C, blood ves­ 
sels cru mble like dam s made with 
cheap cement. 
Bleeding stops when tiny clotting 
cells called 
“ platelets" 
sandbag 
the gap in the wall. Cancer, leu k­ 
emia or bone m arrow poisons often 
paralyze platelet produ ction. 
Occasionally, platelets are swal­ 
lowed u p by hu ndreds of clots that 
grow withou t reason. Healthy-look- 
ing platelets may he tiny weak* 
ings, 
too pooped 
to participate. 
Withou t 
working 
platelets, 
you 
can’t plu g u p the break. 
Finally, a blood clot has to ce­ 
ment the break. Like 
good con­ 
crete, 
strong 
clots 
are 
molded 
from a definite mixtu re. One mis­ 
sing ingredient can make the clot 
fail. 
Hemophilia-su fferers bleed be­ 
cau se they lack a vital blood pro­ 
tein. 
Antibiotic germ-killers slow clot­ 
ting when they erase vitamin K- 
produ cing bacteria from the intes­ 
tine. Withou t a good clot, the tin­ 


iest inju ry can pu ll the platelet 
plu g and let more blood pou r ou i. 
Check with you r doctor if you 
su ddenly start to bru ise easily. A 
few simple tests can u su ally pin­ 
point the trou ble. 
Perhaps you simply have to give 
u p tomatoes!

But in the years that separate t h e s e 
two “deities” capitalism has stubbornly 
insisted that r e p o r t s of its illness and 
death were slightly exaggerated. 
Instead of dying according to the red 
timetable, capitalism has given every ap­ 
pearance of increasing health and vigor. 
Capitalism has made possible the highest 
standards of living ever known to man. 
The communists’ dilemma is that his­ 
tory has failed to follow the course pre­ 
dicted by Lenin. The completely inconsis­ 
tent statements just released by the 22nd 
congress of the communist party in Mos­ 
cow mirror Lenin’s failure to foresee the 
course of history. Thus one paragraph 
reads: 
“Communism inevitably will take over 


from capitalism everywhere; such is the 
objective law of the development of so­ 
ciety,” while another paragraph calls for 
sacrifices b e c a u s e capitalist nations’ 
strength makes it “necessary to consider 
a non-peaceful transition from capitalism 
to communism.’’ 
This gobbledegook is further complicat­ 
ed by the taunt that “peaceful coexist­ 
ence” will certainly doom capitalism be­ 
cause of rapid and sweeping gains for the 
communist economies during the next two 
decades. That must begin to sound like a 
broken record, even to the communist peo­ 
ple. 
Communist leaders are saying, in ef­ 
fect: “Lenin was wrong but we’re stuck 
with the job of trying to make history 
come out the way he said it would.” 
Unfortunately for the world, the com­ 
munist system rests on perpetuation of 
Lenin’s lie.

They had a g ra n d tame and any 
old m an or w om an who could not 
ch eer along with hi* grandchildren 
should adm it th at he has had it 
and retire to such m em ories as 
senility endures. An 80 y e a r young­ 
ste r said th at her only com plaint 
w as that she could not dance! 
E ach generation speaks its own 
language w heth er it is in speech 


or music and while it m ay w ant 
to hear w hat the ancestors had to 
say, it will reinterpret it. So when 
Tchaikowsky is done to jazz, it is 
not, as some say. vulgar stealing. 
It is ra th e r an idea by another 
generation which cannot dance to 
a S trauss waltz but can m ake its 
own step, slow, m editative, with 
a little necking on the dance floor. 
Older people alw ays know what 
is right and what is wrong and 
they hate to see the world go to 
the devil. But somehow that never 
happens. There 
have been C ae­ 
sars and A lexanders and Genghis 
K hans and Hitlers and then the 
hum an rac e catches it breath and 
goes about its business in its own 
fashion. 
T hese young people who come 
to hear a sym phony p ro g ra m end 
with “ Tile S tars and Stripes F o r­ 
ev e r,” as Fiedler alw ays does, are 
not as frightened as their parents 
are. 
They expect to tak e their 
chances with life and to laugh at 
those who, having no daring, r e ­ 
sort to petty snobbery as a defense. 
Of course, these kids will not be­ 
com e millionaires, as Andrew C ar­ 
negie or Al Capone did: they m ay 
work in a laboratory for $10,000 
a y ear, saving the hum an race and 
enjoying that as they revelled in 
“ Tiger R a g ” played as though it 
had been orchestrated by Ravel. 
T hese kids do not com plain about 
income taxes. 
They will 
find 
a 
thrill in blowing up a bom b or sit­ 
ting on a space ship or skin-diving. 
T heirs is a different world as their

senhower m ade with fo rm er Vice 
President 
R ichard 
M. Nixon or. 
M arch 3, 1958. 
T h e re ’s a big hole in it but it’s 
the kind of hole which m ay never 
have to be filled. 
The Constitution says that, in 
case of a presid ent’s inability tc 
discharge his powers and duties, 
the vice president will tak e over 
But it doesn’t say w nat an inabil­ 
ity is or who decides when inabil­ 
ity exists and when it ends 
T here has been arg u m en t over 
this constitutional clause since tile 
Constitution was put together. But 
E isenh ow er’s h eart attack in 1955 
alerted him and the country to the 
need for some clarification—just 
in case. 
His two attorneys g eneral—first 
H erbert Brownell and then Wil­ 
liam P. R ogers—with the help of 
their Ju stice D ep artm en t law yers 
exam ined the problem and pro­ 
posed to Congress, in 1956 and 
1957, that it act or. a constitutional 
am endm ent. It didn't. 
So Eisenhow er, with the help of 
Rogers and the best advice the 
latter could get, m ade an a g re e ­ 
m ent with Nixon—an 
ag reem en t 
now duplicated by Kennedy and 
Johnson with the help of the Pres-

Robert K ennedy sees eye-to-eye 
with Rogers on the wording of the 
agreem ent and the constitutional 
thinking behind it.

Beautiful shoes just practically 
call for stockings in the right sh a d ­ 
es to set th em off, so the hosiery 
m an u factu rers h ave com e up with 
hose to do right by colorful shoes, 
concentrating on pale, pale hose 
in colors th at a re nothing less than 
lovely. 
T here are pale vanillas, yellowed

shades,

Color F orecasts 
As for color forecasts, the tr a n ­ 
sitional colors will see much forest 
and bottle green, as fo rerunners of 
what is expected to be a strong

The eye is getting use to stocking 
color, so its ran ge becom es w ider 
and bolder.

Thorough Rinsing 
When the nylons are re ad y for 


rinsing, just open the shaker, hold 
it under the faucet and let w a rm 
w a ter pour in and out until the 
soiled suds have floated out. 
After a thorough rinsing, 
turn 
the con iam er upside down and let 
the nylons slide onto a clean towel 
to blot them . Then hang them to 
dry. Y ou’ll find your pretty hose 
will last a lot longer with this g e n t­ 
le care.
